law he did not mean to urge unlimited immigration. He wants: 
immigration restricted, he says, in quality rather than in"mim-; 
bers. His idea of regulating quantity seems to' be a flexible \ 
system that would let in, from year to year, a number "equal i 
to the necessities of our industries." 


There can be little quarrel with this plan as a general propo- 


sition. Most of those who have studied the immigration ques- 
tion carefully agree that immigrants should be selected with: 
more regard to quality, and should be admitted with more re-1 
•gard to the needs of American industry. Canada has such a 
system, and. it is said to work very well, admitting only aliens j 
deemed worthy of becoming citizens and suitable for employ- 
ment in industry or agriculture, wherever they happen to be 
needed.

This is an ideal to work toward, rather than a plan for im-! 


mediate acceptance- It is evident that the first thing needed' 
is to make better arrangement for picking the immigrants. 
iAfter that, the bars may be let down somewhat. For the- 
present, in spite of the clamor of big employers for more work-

the public seems to rejoice that so few immigrants of 


any kind are coming in, so that it is possible to assimilate the 
aliens already here.
